Benjamin S.7 Osgood, of Ellsworth, llaine, Hudson, Wis., and 
St. Penl, Minn., manufacturer and mill~owner, born in Addison, 
Maine, 9 Oct. 1825; died in St. Paul, Minn., 29 Hareh 1915, 
aged 89 years, 6 mos. He married in Aurora, Maine, 2 March 
1852, Lucinda Silsby, born 23 Dec. 1824 in Aurora, "Maine , 
daughter of Deacon Benjemin Silsby of Aurora, Maine and his 
wife Polly Mann who wes the daughter of David and Sarah (Tib- 
betts) (Osgood) Mann of Brewer, now Holden, Maine (See No. ).

St. Paul at that time was a small town of a few hundred inhabi- 
tents. He rented a small tract of land ard put up a little ma- 
chinery for sawing out lumber for small buildings, snd being a 
skillful carpenter snd knowing just what was needed, hs had io 
trouble in getting orders. This small beginning rapidly. grew 
into a business altogether too large for his limited mill and 
machinery. He early took up the manufacturi ne of boxes, refrige- 
rators and other cabinet work, in which he was very successful. 
Having satisfied himself that the mill business was destined to 
become of large proportions, he associated with himself his bro- 
ther-in-lew, Harvey “itch Blodgett,Msq., (formerly of New Bed- 
ford, Mag. ), under the firm name of Oszood and Blodgett, of 
which he was president. They secured a lure tract of land in 

a Suburb of St. Paul, at a low rental, built a substantial mill, 
well-stocked with machinery; purchased aiid rented timber lands, 
and soon had a force of nearly one hundred men at work. Later 
on, this mill was burned and they immediately built larger and 
their business thrived apace until their employees numbered Ssev~ 
eral hundred. Hervey Fitch Blodgett, bsq., the partuer, died 

8 Jan.1883, and Mr. Osgood took into pertnership his son, Henry 
%®. Osgood. In the year 1897 this last mill was burned to the 
ground with e loss of more than sixty thousand dollars. Un-= 
daunted by this calamity, they erected e large modern mill with- 
out delay. ‘This mill is one of the finest and most complete of 
any in 5t. Paul. Under the puidance of the masterly experience 
and sill of the senior partner and his son, Henry *. Osgood, it 
has become one of the most important industries of the cit ye 
Benjamin S. Osgood and Lucinda (Silsby) his wife, had two sons, 
as follows:
